She had one While a very great De- 
ſire. to have HE herſelf entirely to a Religious Life, but 
her Father married. her at about Sixteen Years Gia ta a Weal- 
thy Gentleman, by whom. ſhe had ſeveral Children. 
I. H E Married State to her was attended with great 
Croſſes, but theſe rather promoted than {lacken'd her Zeal for 
God and Religion. She often found her Heart warm'd with 
the Lage of God, and great Longings were in her Soul for a 
clefer Communion with him. When her Mind was uneaſy and 
troubled, ſhe would make her Condition known to her Direc- 
tors and Confeſſors, but they, (as ſhe writes in her Life) were 
altogether Strangers to the Way into which God was lead- 
ing her.; for inſtead of directing her to Him who ſometimes.
